Cory noted ttiat the 1974-7^ imreasi' iximpletily re 
versiKl a 5.0.3 per cent decrease re|>ortiHi for 197.3-74, tlie 
first such decline in more than two de<'ad<'s. 

The 1974-75 grow'th reinforced the property tax jxisi 
ticin as tlie largest single source of revenue for the coun 
ties, jiroviding ,34.99 piT cent cf the .’ounties’ total reve 
nues while all local taxes ci.mhined accounted for only 
,37.1)4 iK*r cent. 

Revenues from state, federal and other government 
agencic's aciourited for 47.15 pt'r cent of the counties 
total revenues of $.5.89 billion. Stale apportionments cl 
almost $1.44 billion svere a $40 million im-rease over the 
prior year. Federal funds of $1..3 billion were S3.S million 
lowcu' than the prior year. 

A v.iriety of l(K*al non tax revenues accounted for 
the ix'n.alning 15.21 per cent of county incomes. 

Tlie newly published report is exmfined to county 
government operations and doc's not reflect the effcKts 
of otl.er Icx'al governmnet opc'iations such as cities, schools 
and special districts. 

The general obligation bonded cteht of the counties 
totaled $131.7 miillon, a drop of $12.9 million from the 
prior yc'ar ajul the lowc'st level sintx' 1960-61. However, 
the reiKirt shows 14 counties were financing capital ex¬ 
penditures through lease - purchase agreements with 
a total value of $943 million it exmtinued to termination, 
a gain of $47 millic n in one year. 

t'ory noted that honl"ed debt of the counties rea.-hc'd 
a high imlnt of S2.3S„3 million in 1966 67 and had de 
clinc'c! '-teadily since, wliile lease purohasing had grown 
rapidly during tlie past decade, more than doubling in 
value since 1967-6,S. 

The reixnt also notes that the counties had $9.8 
millicui outstanding in revenue bonds, and tliat various 
cla.ssifications of assc'ssment bonds issuoc’j against pri¬ 
vate pr< iH'ity tlirough cennty prcK’c'dure.s totaled .some 
$141 million.
